A CURIOUS “CIRCULATING LIBRARY.”

Perhaps one of the most remarkable institu¬ 
tions there is in the world is the “Bone Cir¬ 
culating Library,” an attachment at the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, New York City. In 
this room, which is fitted up with shelves, cases, 
etc., just as any other library-room, are hundreds 
of thousands of human bones of all sizes, shapes 
and forms. The bones, which are numbered and 
labelled, are placed in order on the shelves and in 
the cases, an attendant being always on hand to 
act in the same capacity as a librarian. It is his 
duty to keep track of the bones lent ; to enter 
them upon books and to see that they are returned 
uninjured. During the day scores of students 
flock in and out of this uncanny place, carrying 
packages of strange appearance in their hands or 
sticking out of their pockets. These packages 
are made up of human bones, which they are re¬ 
turning or taking from this “ Bone Circulating 
Library.”

THE SAN FRANCISCO FAILURES. 

The financial embarrassment of the J. M. Dew¬ 
ing Company, of San Francisco, Cal., has occa¬ 
sioned considerable comment, partly on its own 
account but more particularly because this is the 
eleventh time within eighteen months that a firm 
dealing in books in San Francisco has encoun¬ 
tered disaster. Coleman & Gruninger were the 
first to go down ; then followed in rapid succes¬ 
sion J. W. Roberts, Carson & Co., J. N. Philan, 
Strickland & Co., J. Dorety, Diepenbrock & Co., 
Clarke & Sprengler, Gregoire & Co., Duncombe 
& Co., and now the J. Dewing Co. The amount 
of money involved in these collapses is estimated 
as reaching nearly half a million of dollars. The 
causes assigned for these embarrassments are 
said by some to be the completion of the North¬ 
ern and Southern transcontinental routes, by 
which all the trade of Oregon, Washington, 
British Columbia, and Arizona and New Mexico, 
which formerly went to San Francisco, has been 
diverted to Chicago, St. Louis and other more 
eastern cities. Others, according to the San 
Francisco Chronicle , more conversant with the 
subject, attribute these disasters to “a general 
dulness in the trade caused by fierce competi¬ 
tion which commenced three years ago, when 
the ‘ Publishers’ Bookstore ’ opened on Market 
Street, near Stockton. The opinion is also ex¬ 
pressed that the embarassment of so many firms 
in the same line of business within such a short 
time tends to show conclusively that the business 
troubles are not due to mismanagement, but that 


the cause has been solely the condition of the 
trade. A visit to the leading booksellers in the 
city elicited the information that the business 
has been dull for two years beyond all parallel 
in the history of this coast, and that books are 
now selling cheaper in this city than in New 
York, Philadelphia and other large Eastern 
cities.” 

Of the causes assigned for these business trou¬ 
bles but one seems worthy of consideration— 
that of fierce competition, which means a system 
of underselling all along the line. This system 
has been tried often enough to prove that it 
must inevitably come to the same end—disaster. 
The other causes are hardly worth discussing. 
The excuse that the business of San Francisco 
has been diverted to Eastern cities seems almost 
absurd. The population of San Francisco is cer¬ 
tainly large enough and rich enough to support 
eleven and more such concerns as have gone 
down. Probably the fact that some of these 
firms were interested to some extent in other en¬ 
terprises, and that they carried “ too many buck¬ 
ets,” may have had something to do with their 
upsetting. We regret the present state of af¬ 
fairs on the Pacific coast, and trust the trade will 
set about at once to discover and overcome the 
cause. 


We regret the misleading title of the “ French 
Copyright Office,” adopted by Count de Keratry 
for the agency established here under his auspices. 
By American copyright office, the Library of 
Congress is usually understood ; by British copy¬ 
right office, Stationers’ Hall ; by French copy¬ 
right office, the Bureau of the Ministry of the 
Interior. The term adopted, therefore, seems to 
assume a governmental authority or relation 
which we understand is not really claimed. 
“ Agency” would surely be a clearer and better 
term. We may add that the endeavor of this 
agency to consolidate French interests in the 
hands of middlemen between authors and pub¬ 
lishers is quite contrary to the spirit of the rela¬ 
tions between American publishers and authors, 
which are usually direct and the more satisfactory 
for that reason.

BRIEF SKETCHES OF THE OFFICERS AND 
TRUSTEES. 

We take pleasure in presenting in this issue the 
portraits of the officers and trustees of the Book¬ 
sellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Association. 
For thirteen years every one of the gentlemen 
of whom these sketches treat has devoted him¬ 
self with a single purpose, and in the most un¬ 
selfish manner, to the elevation of the Association. 
Very few of its members probably appreciate the 
significance and value of the services of these 
men, who have devoted not only their time but 
often of their means to further the interests of 
an organization which on more than one occasion 
has demonstrated its usefulness. The Book¬ 
sellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Association is 
no longer an experiment, but an institution for 
good, ranking among the best co-operative so¬ 
cieties in the country. For the facts in the 
following sketches we are indebted to Geyer's 
Stationer : 

CHARLES T. DILLINGHAM. 

Charles T. Dillingham, the President of the 
Association and one of its most popular mem¬ 
bers, was born at Bangor, Me., in 1842, and at an 
early age found employment in the house of 
Crosby, Nichols & Co., where he made the ac¬ 
quaintance of William Lee, of Lee & Shepard. 
In 1862 he entered the publishing house of Oliver 
S. Felt, and with the exception of a short inter¬ 
val remained there till Mr. Felt’s death, in 1868. 
The house of Felt & Dillingham was then found¬ 
ed in connection with Francis B. Felt. The 
firm was dissolved in 1870, and the firm of Lee, 
Shepard & Dillingham formed, with Mr. Dilling¬ 
ham as managing partner, in this city. Their 
house was then at 47 and 49 Greene St., but in 
1875 they moved to 678 Broadway, and in the 
same year the partnership was dissolved, and 
Mr. Dillingham engaged in the jobbing business 
under his own name. In January, 1888, Mr. 
Dillingham moved his growing business to 718- 
720 Broadway. 

THOMAS R. KNOX. 

Thomas R. Knox, the Vice-President of the As¬ 
sociation, was born in New York City, December 
26, 1842. He was educated in the public schools, 
and at the age of fourteen entered the house of 
Charles S. Francis & Co., then located at 554 
Broadway. This house, which was established 
in 1826, was succeeded by James Miller in i860, 
and Mr. Knox, who remained through the change, 
became the managing man of the new concern. 
About five years ago he succeeded to the busi¬ 
ness of Mr. Miller, who had just died, organizing 
the firm of Thomas R. Knox & Co., with sales¬ 
rooms at 817 Broadway. Mr. Knox has been 
actively connected with the Booksellers’ and Sta¬ 
tioners’ Provident Association since its start, 
having been elected a trustee at the first election, 
but resigning in favor of Mr. Vogelius, who by 
inadvertence had not then been nominated. At 
the next election, however, Mr. Knox was elected 
on the board of trustees, which office he has since 
held, having been Vice-President of the Associa¬ 
tion for the last ten years. Mr. Knox is at present 
in the real estate business, but expects shortly to 
re-enter the profession in which he was brought 
up and to which he belongs. 

ROBERT MORRIS. 

Robert Morris, the second Vice-President of 
the Association, was born in New York, on the 


27th of April, 1847. After receiving a public- 
school education, he began business with Michael 
Doolady, then a popular publisher and booksell¬ 
er of New York. This was in 1861. In 1865 he en¬ 
tered the employ of D. Appleton & Co., where he 
has remained ever since. He acted as buyer for the 
jobbing department of D. Appleton & Co. from 
1871 to 1879, while Walter Appleton was mana¬ 
ger. When this successful period had passed and 
the jobbing business was given up, Mr. Morris 
turned his attention to selling goods in this city. 
He attends to all the city trade, and is very popu¬ 
lar among the buyers. Mr. Morris was one of 
the five organizers of the Booksellers’ and Sta¬ 
tioners’ Provident Association—the others being 
J. F. Vogelius, Chas. G. Collins, C. E. Cunning¬ 
ham and J. T. Ryan. He well remembers, and 
takes pleasure in recalling, how they first can¬ 
vassed the trade and secured a list of one hun¬ 
dred names or more for membership. 

WILBUR B. KETCHAM. 

Wilbur B. Ketcham, the Secretary of the 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Associa¬ 
tion, is giving proof of his executive ability in 
the eminently satisfactory way in which he is dis¬ 
charging the duties of his office. Mr. Ketcham 
upon leaving school began life as a journalist. 
His first experience in this line was acquired upon 
The Recorder , of Westchester County, upon which 
paper he acted as manager and associate editor. 
He resigned this position and entered the em¬ 
ploy of the American News Co., and from there 
he graduated into the office of one of our leading 
subscription-book publishers. Mr. Ketcham next 
started in business on his own account as a pub¬ 
lisher, importer and bookseller, and the success 
he achieved in his new enterprise proved that he 
had at last struck the right field. He purchased 
Christian Thought , a religious semi-monthly, 
edited by Charles F. Deems, D.D., LL.D., and 
under his management the paper rapidly took 
new life, gaining both in circulation and in influ¬ 
ence. 

OSCAR M. DUNHAM. 

Oscar M. Dunham, the Treasurer of the Asso¬ 
ciation, was born in New York City, November 
29, 1844. He began his career at the age of 
fifteen in the office of J. W. Norris, bookseller, 
of Chicago. After eighteen months’ service with 
this house he entered the employment of C. 
MacDonald & Co., booksellers, of the same city, 
whence he went to accept a position in the Ameri¬ 
can News Co., then lately formed. For two 
years he was engaged in their general office, but 
at the age of twenty he was chosen to have charge 
of the book department which the American 
News Co. had just established. During the 
eleven years Mr. Dunham remained in this posi¬ 
tion the jobbing trade of the American News Co. 
became one of the largest in the country, and the 
management of it brought him into business re¬ 
lations with the publishers and retail dealers in 
every State. The experience gained in this 
varied and multifarious book business was the best 
training that could be given for the occupant of 
such a position as Mr. Dunham held as manager 
of Cassell, Petter & Galpin’s large publishing 
house. It was under Mr. Dunham’s manage¬ 
ment that the Cassells published their series of 
American works, all of which are copyrighted in 
his name. In 1890 Mr. Dunham organized the 
Cassell Publishing Co., which took over the 
business of the American branch of Cassell & Co. 
Mr. Dunham has a wide circle of friends, both 
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business and social, and is remarkably popular 
among them all. 

JOSEPH FRANCIS VOGELIUS. 

Joseph Francis Vogelius, founder and first 
Secretary of .the Booksellers’ and Stationers’ 
Provident Association, was born in Brilon, Prus¬ 
sia, September 18, 1848. He came to the 
United States in 1852, and went to Trinity 
School, Philadelphia. He was only thirteen 
years of age when he left school to take a situa¬ 
tion in the foreign book business of F. Leypoldt, 
then in Philadelphia. When Mr. Leypoldt in 
1864 opened a branch house in New York, Mr. 
Vogelius accompanied him to this city. Mr. 
Vogelius remained with the firm of Henry Holt 
& Co., when Mr. Leypoldt severed his connec¬ 
tions with the house of Leypoldt & Holt in 1873, 
and now holds the position of manager and has 
charge of the manufacturing department. He is 
an alert and active member of the board of 
trustees, and much of the success of the Booksell¬ 
ers’ and Stationers’ Provident Association has 
been due to his untiring efforts in its behalf.

J. A. Holden, second Secretary of the Associa¬ 
tion, was born in New York City in 1855. He 
began business as printer with Baker & Godwin 
in the old Tribune Building. From there he went 
with Baker, Voorhis & Co., law-book publishers. 
In 1869, when a boy of fourteen, he entered the 
employ of the old Evangelical Knowledge So¬ 
ciety, which was succeeded in 1874 by Thomas 
Whittaker. Mr. Holden has been with Mr. 
Whittaker ever since, and is now his business 
manager. In 1883 Mr. Holden was first elected 
to the board of trustees of the Booksellers’ and 
Stationers’ Provident Association, and served 
also as Secretary during that year. 

ANDREW GEYER. 

Andrew Geyer, the third Secretary of the Asso¬ 
ciation, was born in Boston, November 25, 1842, 
and his life since leaving school has been devoted 
entirely to the stationery business, with the ex¬ 
ception of two years spent as bookkeeper. His 
business life began with the house of Henry F. 
Marsh, on Cornhill, Boston. He represented 
his firm on the road first on the New England 
circuit and later in the West. Some years later 
Mr. Geyer came to New York in search of a 
wider field, and joined the stationery department 
of D. Appleton & Co. Later he left this house 
to become resident buyer of several of the largest 
jobbing houses in the West. In 1875 Mr. Geyer 
compiled the “ Stationers’ ^rice Book,” and the 
same year he devoted his time to the organiza¬ 
tion of the Stationers’ Board of Trade, of which 
he was the first Secretary. In the same year he 
also organized the Stationers’ Exchange, which 
had the support of the leading houses in the sta¬ 
tionery line. In 1877 he started Geyer's Stationer , 
a paper which has secured recognition as one of 
the leading journals in the trade. Mr. Geyer 
was for five years Secretary of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association. 

JOHN T. RYAN. 

John T. Ryan was born January 6, 1848. He 
commenced business in 1864 with M. W. Dodd, 
the predecessor to Dodd, Mead & Co. After 
spending ten years with M. W. Dodd and Dodd, 
Mead & Co., he went with D. Lothrop & Co., of 


Boston, as travelling salesman. Three years- 
were spent with D. Lothrop & Co., and then 
Mr. Ryan obtained a position with the American 
News Co. Mr. Ryan was one of the leading 
spirits in bringing about the publishing of the 
i2mos, Poets, Dickens, Juveniles, etc., issued by 
this house. After remaining for five years with 
the American News Company, he joined his 
friend O. M. Dunham, at Cassell, Petter, Gal- 
pin & Co’s. Mr. Ryan is in charge of the manu¬ 
facturing department of the Cassell Publishing 
Company, a position weighted with responsibili¬ 
ties and one that requires a thoroughly experi¬ 
enced man to fill. It is universally acknowl¬ 
edged that Mr. Ryan fills the position with won¬ 
derful success. Mr. Ryan is First Vice-President 
of the Clover Club, of Brooklyn, and orator of 
Iolanthe Council, No. 318, Royal Arcanum. 

F. P. LENNON. 

F. P. Lennon was born in Bergen County, N* 
J., in August, 1847, in the locality known as 
English Neighborhood, and left school to enter 
the army, in which he served with distinction,, 
notwithstanding his youth. At the close of the 
war he entered the bookselling business as entry 
clerk with Wm. Wood & Co., then at 61 Walker 
St. A few years later he went to Chicago, where 
he was connected with the Western News Co. 
In this position he remained until just previous 
to the fire, when he returned to New York, and 
again became connected with Wm. Wood & Co* 
In 1881 he formed a partnership with J. H. Vail, 
under the firm name of J. H. Vail & Co., and 
continued the retail business of Wm. Wood & 
Co., who in that year concluded to devote them¬ 
selves wholly to the publishing business. Last 
May the partnership was dissolved by limitation, 
and Mr. Lennon is taking a well-earned rest un¬ 
til autumn, when he will again enter the field as 
a publisher, making a specialty of medical books. 
He already owns the plates of many valuable 
works. Mr. Lennon is an active member of the 
G. A. R., having at one time been Commander 
of Cameron Post. He has been connected with 
the Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Asso¬ 
ciation for many years, and has always been 
active in advancing its influence and usefulness. 

COL. JOHN H. AMMON. 

Colonel John H. Ammon, one of the most 
popular men in the trade, was born at Auburn, 
N. Y., February 29, 1840. After completing his 
studies he commenced business in the Ivison 
bookstore, in 1854. He remained there until 
the death of John C. Ivison. After this he was 
connected with Ivison & Phinney, publishers and 
jobbers, at 521 Broadway. Next he was with 
John M. Cooper & Co., publishers and book¬ 
sellers, Savannah, Ga., and from there he went 
with Phillips & Sampson, Boston. When Phil¬ 
lips & Sampson failed, Colonel Ammon returned 
to New York and accepted a position as travel¬ 
ling salesman. In April, 1861, while in Syra¬ 
cuse on a business trip he heard of the call for 
volunteers. Leaving his trunk at Syracuse, he 
journeyed to Auburn and raised a company of 
men to respond to his country’s call. The 
Colonel had some knowledge of military mat¬ 
ters, having been a captain of cadets when a 
youth, and his efficiency was early recognized. 
He was made captain of the Nineteenth Infan¬ 
try. and served as such until January, 1S62, when 
he joined the Cobb Light Battery I, Third Artil¬ 
lery. On January 10, 1864, Colonel Ammon 
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was promoted for gallant and meritorious ser¬ 
vice. In 1865 he connected himself with the 
house of Ticknor & Fields, and remained through 
the various changes the firm underwent— i.e. y 
Fields, Osgood & Co., James R. Osgood & Co., 
and Houghton, Osgood & Co. In 1880 he be¬ 
came partner in the new house of James R. Os¬ 
good & Co. He afterwards disposed of his in¬ 
terest to his partners, and in March, 1885, con¬ 
nected himself with Harper & Brothers, where 
he continues to fill an important position. In his 
varied and useful career Colonel Ammon has 
won the confidence and respect of all with whom 
he has come in contact. 

D. PRITCHARD. 

D. Pritchard started in the book business as a 
boy, with M. C. Younglove & Co., Cleveland, 
O. He remained with this firm for several 
years, thoroughly acquainting himself with the 
business in the mean time. He next formed a 
partnership with Diamond Sturges, of Mans¬ 
field, O., under the firm-name of Sturges & 
Pritchard. After a period of three years Mr. 
Pritchard’s restless ambition prompted him to 
seek larger fields, and he went to Chicago and 
formed the partnership of Cobb, Pritchard & 
Co. This firm continued in existence until the 
great fire. After this Mr. Pritchard came East 
and entered the employ of D. Appleton & Co., 
where he is now holding a position as manager 
of the sales department. Mr. Pritchard is among 
the most zealous members of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association. 

JOHN BRIGGS. 

John Briggs was born in London, Eng., Feb¬ 
ruary 27, 1837. When fifteen years of age Mr. 
Briggs embarked for this country, and upon his 
arrival obtained a position with the old firm of 
Roe, Lockwood & Son, then at No. 411 Broad¬ 
way. When Mr. Lockwood died the firm became 
George R. Lockwood & Son, located at No. 812 
Broadway. Mr. Briggs was in the employ of 
the Lockwoods for fifteen years, during which 
time he developed a knowledge of the book 
business that is accurate to a remarkable degree. 
He was afterwards with Ivison, Blakeman & Co. 
for seventeen years, up to the time the concern 
was merged into the American Book Co., where 
he still continues as manager of the sales depart¬ 
ment and salesmen. When the civil war broke 
out Mr. Briggs lent his arm towards the sup¬ 
pression of the rebellion, identifying himself 
with the Army of the Potomac. Mr. Briggs has 
been a captain in the Twenty-second Regiment 
N. G. S. N. Y. Personally he is a most esti¬ 
mable gentleman and a thorough business man. 

W. S. MERRIAM. 

W. S. Merriam was born September 23, 1849, 
at North Adams, Mass. His boyhood was spent in 
Sandusky, Ohio, where he received his education. 
He came to New York in July, 1868, and started 
his business career with H. J. Libby & Co., dry- 
goods merchants, at 55 White Street. In 1873 
he went over to S. Raynor & Co. (now Raynor, 
Martin & Co.), and has continued with this house 
ever since. Mr. Merriam’s life is an illustration 
of what perseverance and aptitude will accom¬ 
plish, he having begun as an errand-boy with S. 
Raynor & Co. Mr. Merriam is a veteran of the 
Twenty-third Regiment, of Brooklyn. He has 
been a non-commissioned officer several times 
and was elected to a lieutenancy in the regiment, 


but declined, as his term of active service had 
nearly expired. Mr. Merriam was with the regi¬ 
ment when it marched to Hornellsville to sup¬ 
press the Erie Railroad rioters. 

C. E. CUNNINGHAM. 

The business career of C. E. Cunningham has 
been closely allied with that of C. T. Dillingham 
since he first entered the book trade. Mr. Cun¬ 
ningham was born on Staten Island, December 1, 
1851. He started in business in 1865 with O. S. 
Felt, at 39 Walker Street. Mr. Dillingham was 
at that time a clerk in the employ of O. S. Felt. 
When the latter died his brother F. B. Felt and 
C. T. Dillingham succeeded to the business. 
Mr. Cunningham continued in the employ of 
Felt & Cunningham, acting at the time as stock 
clerk. When the firm of Lee, Shepard & Dil¬ 
lingham was organized Mr. Cunningham went 
with them, and when finally Mr. Dillingham suc¬ 
ceeded the New York house of Lee & Shepard, 
Mr. Cunningham remained with him through the 
change. The gentlemen have thus been associ¬ 
ated together in business for twenty-five years 
with the exception of a short interval. Mr. 
Dillingham reposes much confidence in Mr. Cun¬ 
ningham, who is a man of mature judgment and 
good business ability, whose long experience in 
the trade renders him an invaluable acquisition 
to the house where he has been of such great 
service ever since its inception. 


A FRENCH COPYRIGHT AGENCY IN 
THE UNITED STATES. 

In consequence of the bill passed by Congress 
on March 4, 1891, protecting the literary and ar¬ 
tistic works of foreigners, which went into effect 
on July i,a“ French copyright office” has been or¬ 
ganized under the direction of Count E. de Keratry 
to secure the rights of French authors and artists. 
The name, perhaps, creates a misapprehension, 
as the title seems to suggest governmental 
relations, which are not really claimed. This 
agency, located at 20S Fifth Avenue, New York 
City, has been appointed by special contracts 
the general and exclusive representative in the 
United States for La SociGte des Gens de Let- 
tres, which claims to own absolutely all rights 
of publication or adaptation of the works of 
Dumas fils% Zola, Daudet, Hal6vy, Ohnet, Cop- 
pee, Malot, Claretie, Maupassant and many 
others ; and for the Society des Auteurs, Editeurs 
et Compositeurs de Musique, which controls ab¬ 
solutely the rights of reproduction, representa¬ 
tion, translation and adaptation of the dramatic 
works of the leading French playwrights and 
composers, including Sardou, Dumas fils> Vala- 
bregne, Brisson, Bergerat, Pailleron, Meilhac, 
Massenet, Ambrose Thomas, Gounod, Godard, 
Paladilhe, Saint-Saens, Audran, Mcssager and 
many others. The French copyright agency 
further represents Messrs. Derby & Roger, the 
general agents of La Soci6t6 des Auteurs et Com¬ 
positeurs Dramatiques Fran$ais, and Le Cercle 
de la Librairie, composed of the publishers and 
printers of France. Applications for authoriza¬ 
tion to reprint, translate, reproduce, dramatize or 
adapt, the circular states, should henceforth be 
addressed to the French copyright agency, which 
will furnish all desired information. Communi¬ 
cations should be sent to M. Paul Meyer, the 
Secretary of the agency. 
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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
CUSTOMS REGULA TIONS PRESCRIBED BY THE 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

In pursuance of the provisions of the new Copy¬ 
right Act, the Secretary of the Treasury has pre¬ 
scribed the following regulations: 

1. Copyrighted books and articles, the impor¬ 
tation of which is prohibited by Section 4956, 
R. S., as amended by Section 3 of said act, shall 
not be admitted to entry. Such books and 
articles if imported with the previous consent of 
the proprietor of the copyright shall be seized by 
the collector of customs, who will take the proper 
steps for the forfeiture of the goods to the United 
States under Section 3082, R. S. 

2. Copyrighted books and articles imported 
contrary to such prohibition and without the 
previous consent of the proprietor of the copy¬ 
right, being primarily subject to forfeiture to the 
proprietor of the copyright, shall be detained by 
the collector, who shall forthwith notify such 
proprietor in order to ascertain whether or not 
he shall institute proceedings for the enforcement 
of his right to the forfeiture. If the proprietor 
institutes such proceedings and obtains a decree 
of forfeiture, the goods shall be delivered to him 
on payment of the expenses incurred in the de¬ 
tention and storage and the duties accrued 
thereon. If such proprietor shall fail to institute 
such proceedings within sixty days from date of 
notice, or shall declare in writing that he aban¬ 
dons his right to the forfeiture, then the collector 
shall proceed as in the case of articles imported 
with the previous consent of the proprietor. 

3. Copyrighted articles the importation of 
which is not prohibited, but which, by virtue of 
Section 4965, R. S., as amended by Section 8 of 
said act, are forfeited to the proprietor of the 
copyright when imported without his previous 
consent, and are moreover subject to the foreit- 
ure of $1 or $10 per copy, as the case may be, 
one-half thereof to the said proprietor and the 
other half to the use of the United States, shall 
be taken possession of by the collector, who shall 
take the necessary steps for securing the United 
States hal f of the sum so forfeited, and shall 
keep the goods in his possession until a decree of 
forfeiture is obtained, and the half of the sum so 
forfeited, as well as the duties and charges ac¬ 
crued, are paid ; whereupon he shall deliver the 
goods to the proprietor of the copyright. In case 
of failure to obtain a decree of forfeiture, the 
goods shall be admitted to entry. 

In reference to the list of books entered for 
copyright since July 1 to be published by the 
Treasury Department, Mr. Spofford informs us 
that the construction of the Treasury Department 
upon the questions of interpretation involved in 
printing the lists required .by the law has not yet 
reached him, although officially referred a week 
ago. Until the question is decided whether all 
titles entered for copyright are to be printed, the 
office of the Librarian of Congress can of course 
do nothing in the direction of making public any 
selections of titles of publications. 

The number of publications entered since July 
1 on which copyright has been completed by the 
deposit of copies is small, and more than three- 
fourths of them are musical compositions and 
photographs. Mr. Spofford is now preparing a 
series of six circulars to convey information as to 
various questions arising in the application of the 
law. His construction of each and all its pro¬ 
visions will of course be subject to revision.

Lowndes 
published the work originally in 1834, and Bohn took up 
the work, intending simply to revise and add to Lowndes’ 
entries>but as the work went on, Bohn extended his 
scheme, so that the later volumes are much fuller than 
the first and contain the records of various writers whom 
Lowndes had ignored. In this respect it is a fairly good 
register of authors who appeared before 1834; recording 
for about thirty years later their newer publications and 
editions of older books. The article on Shakespeare is an 
excellent Shakespeare bibliography, extending into other 
languages. It also contains the only convenient record 
we have of the publications of societies and printing 
clubs, of private presses, and of similar exceptional issues. 
The editions for 1864 and 1868 are really new impressions 
of the edition of 1858, after which no corrections have 
been made.

SAMUEL HUNTINGTON RETIRES FROM 
THE BOOK BUSINESS. 

On July 1, after an honorable career of fifty- 
four years in the book business, Mr. Samuel 
Huntington retires to private life, carrying with 
him the good wishes of his associates and the 
many friends he has made in the trade. 

In 1830 Mr. Huntington, then a young man 
sixteen years of age, went to Burlington, Vt., 
from Vergennes, and entered the bookbinding 
establishment of Chauncey Goodrich as an ap¬ 
prentice. He served his time, after which Mr. 
Goodrich engaged him to look after his business. 
Mr. Huntington served in that capacity until 
1837. In the meantime he had learned the busi¬ 
ness thoroughly, and in the last-named year he 
started in business for himself in a store where 
Jones Bros.’ grocery store now stands. In 1842, 
having in the meantime extended his business to 
include the selling of books and stationery, he was 
obliged to take larger quarters, which he found 
in the store at the corner of Church and College 
Streets. His firm has occupied that location 
ever since, with the exception of a short time 
(long enough to rebuild) when the block was 
burned in 1887. 

Mr. Huntington’s firm has been the largest and 
is one of the oldest bookstores in Vermont. From 
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the first his efforts were recognized by his fel¬ 
low-townsmen and he enjoyed an increasing 
patronage. 

In 1854 Burlington had a crisis in financial af¬ 
fairs and Mr. Huntington was chosen constable, 
overseer of the poor and tax-gatherer. He 
served the city in these capacities continuously for 
12 years and was re-elected for another year, but 
declined the honor. President Lincoln appointed 
him postmaster a short while before he was 
assassinated, but he was removed by President 
Johnson for refusing to endorse certain po¬ 
litical measures. Mr. Huntington was a candi¬ 
date for State Senator on the Prohibition ticket 
in 1874, but was defeated. In 1S76, however, he 
was elected a Senator for two years by the Re¬ 
publicans. He has been a member of the Bur¬ 
lington Methodist Church since 1846. If Mr. 
Huntington Whd remained in business one year 
more, he would have enjoyed the distinction of 
being in business a half century at the corner of 
Church and College Streets. However, Mr. 
Huntington has a record of 54 years as an active 
merchant and honored citizen that he may well 
be proud of, and his friends and acquaintances 
will wish him the pleasant rest, which he has so 
honestly earned, and many remaining years of 
happiness. It is gratifying to state in this con¬ 
nection that Mr. Huntington has realized enough 
money in the book business to enable him and 
his wife to spend the remainder of their lives in 
comfort. 

The business will be continued by George W. 
Whitney and Hobart J. Shanley, who have been 
associated with Mr. Huntington for a number of 
years, under the firm-name of Whitney & Shan¬ 
ley. Both of these gentlemen are well and fa¬ 
vorably known, and the new firm will be sure to 
enjoy the prosperity which has for so many years 
followed S. Huntington & Co.

The 
information would have been more correct had 
the Literary World given the author’s name as 
Miss M. G. Tuttiett. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

William A. Houghton, the subscription-book 
publisher of 31 Union Square, N. Y., a nephew 
of H. O. Houghton, of the firm of Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., died Sunday noon, July 5, at his 
residence in New York City, of heart disease. 
Mr. Houghton was a native of Honeoye Falls, 
N. Y., where he was born forty-seven years ago. 
He received his education in Philadelphia, and 
was graduated from the high school there in 
i860. The following year he enlisted in Com¬ 
pany K, Seventeenth Regiment of New York, 
under Capt. A. M. Whaley, as a private. He 
served for two years and performed gallant ser¬ 
vice in the second battle of Bull Run and while 
connected with the staff of Gen. Sheridan. After 
the war Mr. Houghton was in business with his 
uncle, H. O. Houghton, in Boston, until 1869, 
when he came to New York City and became 
connected with the firm of Colton, Zahn & Rob¬ 
erts, map publishers. Two years later he went 
to Sacramento, Cal., and established the firm 
of W. H. & C. S. Houghton, stationers. He 
went into business in New York in 1SS4. He 
married in 1883 and his widow survives him. 
The burial was in Woodlands Cemetery, Phila¬ 
delphia. 

Dr. Frederick Louis Ritter died suddenly 
in Antwerp, July 6. Dr. Ritter was born in 
Strassburg in 1834. His father came from a 
Spanish family, and the name was originally 
Cabellero. He began his musical studies at an 
early age under Hauser and Hans M. Schletter- 
er. He was sent to Paris when he was sixteen 
years old and there studied under the supervision 
of his cousin, Georges Kastner. After studying 
music for a number of years in Germany he came 
to this country in 1S56. He made his home in 
Cincinnati for several years, doing much to ad¬ 
vance the cause of music there. In 1S61 Dr. Rit¬ 
ter came to New York and became conductor of 
the Sacred Harmonic Society and of the Arion. 
In 1867 he was appointed Director of Music at 
Vassar College, which place he held at the time 
of his death. Since 1874, when he resigned his 
conductorship in this city, he had resided at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y. The University of the City 
of New York conferred the degree of Doctor of 
Music upon him in 1878. As a writer on musical 
topics, Dr. Ritter was well known on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Besides many articles in French, 
German and American periodicals, he published 
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“A History of Music in the Form of Lectures” 
(1S70-74), “ Music in England” (1883), “ Music 
in America” (1883), “Manual of Musical His¬ 
tory, from the Epoch of Ancient Greece to Our 
Present Time” (1886), “Musical Dictation” 
(188S), and “ Practical Method for the Instruc¬ 
tion of Chorus Classes.” He also edited “ The 
Realm of Tones ” (1883), for which he wrote the 
appendix, containing sketches of American com¬ 
posers. With the Rev. J. Ryland Kendrick he 
compiled “The Woman’s College Hymnal” 
(1887), arranged for female voices only. Dr. 
Ritter was also well known as a composer.

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Christian Union lately passed its twenty- 
first birthday, which it now celebrates by mak¬ 
ing its appearance for July 4 in new type, new 
paper and a new cover free of advertising mat¬ 
ter. It is now a little more than twenty-one 
years since Henry Ward Beecher assumed the 
editorship of the Church Union, which soon after 
received the name of Christian Union. The 
present senior editor, the Rev. Lyman Abbott, 
became Mr. Beecher’s colleague in 1876, and in 
1881 Mr. Beecher retired from active editorship. 
The paper now has an editorial staff of six. Mr. 
Hamilton W. Mabie has been associate editor 
with Mr. Abbott since 1884. In this issue the 
characteristic literary and editorial features of 
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the paper are maintained, and the new, improved 
and expensive features of its dress show at a 
glance that the Christian Union has entered on a 
vigorous and prosperous majority. Sixty-eight 
pages, fifteen illustrations, including a portrait of 
Phillips Brooks, a picture of the Beecher statue, 
and a dozen illustrations of the various educa¬ 
tional institutions of Boston, and all the estab¬ 
lished popular features of the paper make this a 
most attractive issue. 

The twenty-first summer number of the School 
Journal (New York) exhibits an enterprise in the 
matter of educational journalism that deserves 
congratulation. The increased interest of the 
public concerning education finds expression here. 
Better methods of teaching are pointed out, the 
teachers are urged to make professional advance¬ 
ment, educational ideas are discussed in a forcible 
and dignified manner. This number has numerous 
advertisements, which of themseives show there 
is a strong current of progress entering the 
school room. 

It is proposed to transfer to New York the 
paper called Free Fitssia, published hitherto in 
London, England, and Mr. George Kennan has 
consented to become its editor. It is published 
in the interest of constitutional government in 
Russia, and during the first year of its existence 
it has done much to diffuse facts about Russia 
and to enlist English and American sympathy 
with the cause of Russian freedom. The publi¬ 
cation will be carried on in the same spirit. 

Edward W. Bok, editor of the Ladies' Home 
Journal Philadelphia, has become one of the 
owners of that magazine. Heretofore Mr. Cyrus 
H. K. Curtis was the sole proprietor.

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will publish in Septem¬ 
ber Moncure D. Conway’s “Life of Thomas 
Paine.” 

The third book in the series of Harper's 
School Speakers , edited by James Baldwin, Ph.D., 
is announced as nearly ready for publication by 
Harper & Brothers. 

The publication in a volume of Bishop Doane’s 
addresses to the graduating classes of St. Agnes’ 
School during the past twenty years, announced 
for June by Mr. Whittaker, has been postponed 
until September 1. 


Dr. William J. Rolfe has just completed the 
sixth volume of his “Tales from Scottish His¬ 
tory,” in the series of School Classics published 
by Harper & Brothers. The book is fully anno¬ 
tated for young readers and profusely illustrated. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will publish early 
in the fall a new volume by William J. Hender¬ 
son (author of “The Story of Music”), com¬ 
prising a series of musical essays on Wagner, 
the history of piano music, Schumann’s sym¬ 
phonies and other topics. 

S. H. Moore & Co.,N. Y., have published 
a new novel by Miss M. G. McClelland, without 
a title. Prizes aggregating $500 are offered to 
purchasers of the book for the best title suggested 
by them. The story forms the first of a series 
to be entitled the Nameless Series. 

That this is the age of “ everyth ing-made- 
easy” is certain, says the New York Tribune; 
and one illustration is to be found in a recently 
published book intended for dull talkers. It is a 
volume of “ Conversational Openings and End¬ 
ings,” from which one may learn divers quips, 
turns and sparkles. 

Dealers will find “ Books of the Bible Briefly 
Analyzed,” by Rev. A. Schultze, a useful little 
book, which all Bible-readers and Sunday-school 
teachers will be glad to have. D. Lothrop Co., 
Boston, the American News Co., New York, 
and J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia, supply 
the trade. As they are returnable, every dealer 
should give this Bible handbook a trial. 

The first book entered under the new copy¬ 
right law was “The Faith Doctor,” by Edward 
Eggleston, to whose efforts the law is so largely 
due. It was arranged that Dr. Eggleston’s novel 
should be placed first on the copyright records 
for July 1, 1891, as a mark of appreciation of 
the author’s services in behalf of the law. “ The 
Faith Doctor” is to be published by D. Apple- 
ton &’Co. 

The Humboldt Publishing Co., N. Y.,has 
just issued a work that possesses extraordinary in¬ 
terest for the public in general, but not less for 
physicians and men of science, viz., “Mental 
Suggestion,” by Dr. J. Ochorowicz. It treats 
the phenomena of hypnotism and animal mag¬ 
netism historically and critically. The work is 
an original treatise by a competent observer and 
experimenter, and not a mere compilation. 

William Wood & Co. have just published in 
a thick octavo volume the two volumes of Dr. 
Francis Adams’- translation of “ The Genuine 
Works of Hippocrates.” The translation was 
undertaken at the suggestion of the Council of 
the Sydenham Society, and includes all the gen¬ 
uine remains of Hippocrates, with such annota¬ 
tions by Dr. Adams as may be sufficient to render 
them intelligible to any well-educated member 
of the medical profession at the present day. 
The volume is gotten up in good taste, and con¬ 
tains a number of plates and a portrait of Hip¬ 
pocrates. They have also reprinted from Wood's 
Medical and Surgical Monographs Dr. A. W. 
Macfarlane’s treatise on “ Insomnia and Its 
Therapeutics.” 

Ginn & Co. have in preparation “ Specimens 
of the Pre-Shakesperian Drama,” edited, with 
an introduction and notes, by John Matthews 
Manly, Ph.D. (Harv.), assistant professor in 
Brown University. The work will be in two vol¬ 
umes, the first of which will contain Miracle 
Plays, Moralities and Interludes ; the second. 
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Roister Doister, Gorboduc and plays of Lyly, 
Greene and Peele. In no instance will an ex¬ 
tract be given ; each play will be printed as a 
whole. There will be a general introduction, 
tracing the growth of the drama from the Mira¬ 
cle Plays to Shakespeare ; and each play will be 
provided with a special introduction. The notes 
will be devoted chiefly to the elucidation of the 
text, and an index to the notes will facilitate ref¬ 
erence to the subjects treated in them. 

The Dead-Letter Office of the Post-Office De¬ 
partment at Washington has just published a 
large volume of nearly 800 pages which is ex¬ 
pected to be of great service and to reduce ma¬ 
terially the number of letters which annually go 
to the Dead-Letter Office because of imperfect 
addresses. The volume is entitled “ A Street 
Directory of the Principal Cities in the United 
States.” All the streets, squares, “ lanes,” 
0 roads,” etc., of the same names in the nearly 
500 free-delivery offices of this country are care¬ 
fully grouped and so displayed as to facilitate 
search. The highest and the lowest numbers on 
each of these streets are given to assist postmas¬ 
ters in correcting imperfect addresses where the 
same street names are found in more than one 
town. This directory is furnished to postmasters 
at the free-delivery offices for use in perfecting 
the addresses of such letters and parcels as may 
reach their offices, though manifestly intended 
for delivery elsewhere. 

The name of the new publishing firm referred 
to in our issue of June 27 in connection with the 
Broadwav Series of novels is to be John A. 
Taylor & Co. The New York offices of the 
firm are in the Potter Building (Room 119). 
Practically Mr. Taylor is the firm, though he is 
backed by a very strong paper house. He is 
now trading as '* The National Publishing Co.,” 
of Toronto, which business he will continue. 
Mr. Taylor knows the American market for 
paper-covered novels thoroughly, having for¬ 
merly run the successful Red Letter Series bought 
up by the U. S. Book Co. and still run by the 
latter. His intention is to handle none but copy¬ 
right books, which he will make in the same size 
and style as Appletons’ Town and Country Series, 
to publish at an average price of fifty cents. A 
handsome cover has been designed for the series, 
which, as said, is the Broadway Series , already 
copyrighted. The firm intends to act upon the 
principle of issuing good books at intervals 
which will admit of each being properly ex¬ 
ploited. The first book will be published this 
month. Stories by the following authors have 
already been purchased, and arrangements have 
been made for the acquisition of others by prom¬ 
inent authors : W. Clark Russell, “ The Duchess,” 
G. L. Fenn, E. L. Cameron, Adeline Sergeant, 
Hawley Smart, James Payn, Mrs. Kennard, F. 
C. Phillips, Dora Russell, J. F. Molloy, “Rita,” 
etc. 


The second volume of a work on the “ Women 
of Turkey and Their Folk-Lore.” by Miss Gar¬ 
nett, is announced in London. The first was de¬ 
voted to Christians ; the second deals with 
Jewish and Moslem women. 

To lovers of Hebrew literature the “ Biblio¬ 
theca Post-Mendelssohniana,” by William Zeitlin 
(first half, A-M.), may be recommended. The 
work contains all or most of the recent publica¬ 
tions in the new Hebrew language since the age 
of Moses Mendelssohn to the year 1890. 


Wells, Gardner & Co., London, will publish 
at once a volume by Francis A. Knight, author 
of “ By Leafy Ways,” 44 Idylls of the Fields,” 
etc., somewhat different in character from his 
previous volumes. It is entitled “ Rambles of a 
Dominie” and dedicated to his old pupils. 

“ Under Three Queens and Three Emperors : 
unpolitical recollections of an old lady,” is the 
title of a new work by Madame Thekla von 
Schober which will shortly be published. The 
book is mainly concerned with reminiscences of 
life at the court of Berlin during the past fifty 
years. 

Literature appears to be flourishing in In¬ 
dia. Last year nearly ten thousand books and 
publications were registered—four per cent, 
above the number of 1889. About nine-tenths 
of these were in the vernacular, the subjects fall¬ 
ing under the heads of language, school-books, 
religion, poetry, drama and fiction.— Publishers ’ 
Circular . 

Rider Haggard’s new novel, to be issued 
first through the Tillotson newspaper syndicate 
next January, is entitled “ Nada, the Lily.” Its 
scene is Zululand. A Zulu king, bloody and re¬ 
lentless, but otherwise not unlikeable, figures 
prominently in the story. The style is said to be 
nearer that of “King Solomon’s Mines” than 
anything Haggard has written since. 

Alexander Brown, the first of the Edinburgh 
booksellers to allow a discount of threepence in 
the shilling, has just died. He was in business 
for half a century, and when he increased the 
discount did a large turn-over. It fell off, how¬ 
ever, as others adopted his methods, and latterly 
he subsisted on the generosity of friends in the 
trade. His case has made the Edinburgh book¬ 
sellers feel the desirability of having a thriving 
association with an adequate provident fund.— 
Publishers' Circular. 

The late Thomas Ball’s autobiography may 
be looked for before long. The delay in its ap¬ 
pearance is explained as due in the first instance 
to Mr. Ball’s death on the eve of its intended 
publication, and in the second to Mrs. Ball’s re¬ 
luctance to see it published at once after her hus¬ 
band’s death. The book has been for some time 
in print and several copies have been given to 
friends. From some of .them reviews have been 
written, thus creating a demand for the book 
which could not be supplied. 

The Ecole sp6ciale des langues orientales vi- 
vantes, in Paris, is issuing the following new 
publications : “ The Persian Text of the Siasset 
Nameh of Nizam ul Mulk,” and “ The Arabic 
Text of the Memoirs of Mohammed Nessawy, 
Munshy of Jellaleddin Khwarizmshah.” A 
French translation of both works will appear in 
the course of next year. Ch. Schefer, the direc¬ 
tor of the Ecole spSciale, has just issued the 
4 ‘ Account of Persia in 1660,” by the Capuchin 
Father Raphael du Mans, a contemporary of 
Sir John Chardin and Jean de Thevenot, the 
famous travellers. 

The Rev. Haskett Smith, who was a disciple 
of Laurence Oliphant, and who is the present 
director of Oliphant’s community at Haifa, has 
written a book about his master and his teach¬ 
ings. It is in the shape of a novel, entitled 44 For 
God and Humanity : a romance of Mount Car¬ 
mel.” The scenes are said to be laid chiefly in 
Palestine, at Haifa, or in the mountain home of 
the community at the Druse village of Dalieh, 
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and Oliphant’s special views and methods of in¬ 
fluence are all elucidated in the course of the plot. 
Mr. Haskett Smith contributed a chapter to 
Oliphant’s “Scientific Religion,” containing the 
record of his own religious experiences. 

The memoirs of Moltke, shortly to be pub¬ 
lished in Berlin by E. S. Mittler & Sohn, will 
fill several volumes, and the contents promise 
to be of much interest. They will contain : 
(1) A family history written by the Field Mar¬ 
shal, a number of documents relating to his 
youth and travels, his own notes about his life at 
Kreisau, and his confession of faith, written 
down shortly before his death ; (2) several essays 
written by Moltke ; (3) a brief history of the 
war of 1870-71, written by himself ; (4) his cor¬ 
respondence with friends on private and public 
affairs ; (5) his speeches ; and (6) remembrances 
and stories of his life, communicated by his 
friends. The different volumes will be published 
consecutively and simultaneously in Germany, 
England and America.
